and the bobolink in southern Brazil. 

For a long time it was thought 
that the golden plover bore off the 
palm for length of filght between 
summer and winter homes, but now 
that distinction is awarded to the 
Arctic tern. The bird breeds as far 
north as It can find anything stable 
on which to coustruct its nest; It has 
been found within seven and a half 
degrees of the pole. And that nest 
was found surrounded by a wall of 
newly fallen snow which the mother 
bird had carefully scooped out from 
round her chick. 

The tern arrives in the Far North 
about June 15, and leaves again for 
the south toward the end of Aukust,

There [s no valid reason why Amert- 
can veasels and American raffroads 
and American brokers should profit 
out of the handling of these Cana- 
dian fmports, {f the national ships 
of Canada can bring the goods direct 
to Canadian shores. 

Officers of the Canadian Govern- 
ment Merchant Martine, Limited, 
and Canadian National Railways, In 
seeking out tonnage for the national 
boats find this feature of Canadian 
trading to be a real barrier in the 
finding of cargo. A large number 
of Canadian manufacturers have 
traded heretofore with outside coun- 
tries, and it appears to have been a 
general custom to sell their goods 
through American firms. These 
American firms, naturally, have a 
good deal to any when it came to the 
matter of routing the tonnage so 
handled. Consequently, there has 
begun, since the National boats have 
been In service, a movement to show 
Canadian manufacturers the advan- 
tages of doing business direct with 
foreign houses, In thls way devel- 
Oping porta in Canada and provid- 
ing tonnage for the rafls and ships 
of the National Ines. 

It is not generally realized the ex- 
tent. to which these Canadian- 
owned vessels operated to save Can- 
ada from the dire effects of a xugart 
shortage recently. Eleven vessels} 
were utilized to bring In raw sugar 
from Cuba direct to the docks of 
Canadian refineries. The total ton- 
nage would probably be in excess of 
; 35.000 tons. There {s no doubt 
that a serlous sugar crisis was avert- 
ed because of the availability of 
these vessels for this service. No 
privately owned boats were onerat- 
ing In that trade, and the probabil- 
{tles are that we would have awalted 
the convenience of privately owned 
ines to bring this necessary product 
to our shores. 

As ship owners and operators, 
Canadians are on the threshold of 
a vast development. This will not 
come suddenly, but it should be a 
healthy growth. The object lesson 
of the Motherland can always be re- 
ferred to. But a flexible fleet of na- 
tlonally-owned commerce carriers is 
-] venture that has passed the experi-

Down in a 
Coal Mine 


“We will first visit the anthra- 
cite fields, that wonderful region in 
Pennsylvania which les to the 
north of Reading, to tho south of 
Carbondale, east of the Sasquehan- 
na and west of the Lehigh rivers, 
Scranton and Wilkes-Barre are the 
centre of the upper field, Hazleton, 
of the middle field, and Pottsville 
of the lower.

Thesd fans ate to 
the mine what the involuntary mus- 
cles of the chest are to the lungs— 
they make it breathe. 

Every mine has two shafts—the 
hoisting shaft and the air shaft. In 
order to keep the air in the mine 
free enough from gas to permit min- 
ers to work in safety, enormous 
Quantities of fresh alr must be sent 
down the one shaft and correspond- 
ing quantities, gas-laden, drawn out 
of the other. ‘ 

Before going down Into the mine 
the superintendent will give us each 
a miner's lamp—at this particwar 
mine the lamp, is a tiny teapot af- 
fair containing sperm olf and with| 
& spout full of cotton yarn. Also, 
he will equip us with electric hand 
lamps, to be used in any emergency. 
Then he will stick an extra ball of 
yarn in his pocket, and we will start 
for the “cage”, which fs the mine 
name for an elevator. 

We step on, he presses a button, 
pnd the hoisting engineer is notified 
that we are ready to go down. Sud- 
denly the cage seems to drop; then 
{t seems to stop, and the walls of the 
shaft appear fairly to fly upward 
past us. Up, up. up they fly, dis-| 
closing this stratum of rock and 
then that. 

Arriving at the bottom, we soon 
find that a coal mine is planned like 
a city. There’ls one main street, or 
entry, and it has been lald out with 
the nicety of-a grand bouleyard. 
Parallel with this are other entries, | 
and across these entries run other 
Streets, at right angles usually, 
which are called headings. Lining 
all these headings as houses line 
the streets are the chambers, or 
‘coms in which the miners work. 

“the anthracite region mining is 
still done principally by hand. Some; 
jack-hammer drills have been In-* 
troduced and some electric coal-cut- | 
ting machines; but hand methods| 
still produce most of the anthracite. i 
The jack-hammer drill {s an intsru- 
ment which bores the blast holes 
by power. With one of these drills 
a miner Is enabled to bore as many! 
holes in an hour as he can bore tn! 
18 with a hand drill. | 

When we reach the top again, =| 
note the layout of the breaker plant. 
where the coal is cleaned and sort: | 
ed into the several commercial sizes. 

Going up to the top of the break- 
er, we see the coal as it comes from 
the mine, with all its slate and culm. 
mechanically dumped, a carload at a 
me, upon the oscillating bars, 
which begin the process of separat- 
ing the coal from the worthless ma- 
terial and the assorting of the for- 
mer into groups according to size. 

There are eight different sizes of 
coal now in general use—brokon. 
egg. stove and chestnut, which are 
the domestic sizes, and pea, buck- 
wheat, rice and barley, which are 
steaming coals. They range from 
four fnches in dlameter for broken 
to 1-16 of an inch for barley. 

There are dry breakers and wet 
ones, but this has no reference to 
the presence or absence of prohibi- 
tion. Dry breakers are those where 
the coal comes from the mine fairly 
clean and goes through the breaker 
without being watered, elther for 
the suppression of dust or for the 
washing of the coal. 

Also there are breakers which 
separate the slate and the culm from 
the coal by jigs rather than by cen- 
trifugal pickers. In these the coal 
as It comes from the mine Is “‘sig- 
ged” up and down In water. The 
coal settles more slowly than the, 
slate and cum, and can therefore 
be skimmed off like cream from 
milk.

The career of Henry Clay Frick, 
the steel magnate who died in New 
“York the other day, has formed one 
of ‘the most fasclnating chapters in 
the romance of mammoth industry 
in-the United States. At ten he was 
a.boy on a farm in a family of only 
ordinary means. At thirty he hed 
earned a fortune beyond the dreams 

~ Of most men, At sixty he was a man 
of so many millions that his-eract 
fortune, like those of Carnegie. and 

Rockefeller was largely a matter of 

guesswork, even to himself. The low 

est estimate that has been placed up 
on it Is $100,000,006. Most men of 
finance more or less familiar with his 
circumstances place the sum at $200 

000,000. 

Mr, Frick was an indefatigable 
worker. From eight in the morn- 

*'. {ng until six at night, and not Infre- 

‘Nqpently longer when necessity de- 
manded it, he used to toil in the 
Interests of his steel and coke busi- 
nesses. For six years, at that time 
he first took hold of the Carnegie 
Steel Company he did not take a 
day’s vacation. 

“No Secret about Success," 
When asked for the secret of his 

sucess he replied: 

“There is no secret about success 
suceess simply calls for hard work, 
devotion to your business at all 
times, day and night. I was very 
poor and my education was limited, 
but I worked very hard and always 
sought opportunities. 

“To win in the battle of life a

, Eager to Get Into Business 


“The father attempted farming but 
did not make a remarkable success 
of {t and as a result young Henry 
Clay Frick was practically adopted 
into the Overholt family when he 
was about twelve years old. He re- 
ceived a good basic schooling, but 
,; there was nothing in his boyhood’ to 
fhdicate the remarkable ability 
which characterized his later life ex- 
cept his eagerness to get into busi-’ 
ness. Foratime he was bookkeep- 
er in his grandfather's dist{lery, and 
from this position he went to Mor- 





gan & Co., coke dealers and at 
about twenty one years of age he 
appeared in Pittsburg as thelr 


agent. 

The coke industry was in its in- 
fancy. The ronmasters of Pitts- 
burgh was just beginning to ap- 
preciate the value of coke for their 
furnaces. Young Frick had an op- 
portunity to acquire a limited inter- 
est in a plant near: Broadford, and} 
out of the profits of this he acquir- 
ed other holdings. He later joined 
@ company to build a railroad to 
penetrate the Connellsville coke re- 
gion and in 1871 the year this road 
Was opened Mr. Frick organized the 
corporation of Frick and Co., which 
bought coal land and coke ovens in 
the Connellsville region.

The Post-Intelligencer makes the 
further statement that under the 
closed shop rule the employer in Se- 
attle has not been treated fairly. 
While labor In Seattle has been paid 
the highest wages in the country 
and tho highest in all history, there 
has been systematized loafing on the 
job. This loafing on the job reached 
the proportions of a scandal in the 
shipyards during the war, and the 
example of the shipyard workers was 
followed in other linea of industry. 
When jobs were plentiful, when 
there was a demand for labor, labor, 
under closed shop conditions, took 
on a childish arrogance which man- 
Ifested {tself by Indifferent work- 
manship both as to quantity and 
quality. 

That these charges do not hold 
true against every individual mem- 
ber of labor unions, does not destroy 
the truth of the general assertion.. 
That was, and to a very large ex- 
tent fs now, the general condition, 
even when men In Seattle and every 
other city are walking the streets 
looking for work, following wood 
wagons for a chance to-earn a dol- 
lar. 

The men responsible for this of- 
ficial attitude of organized labor are 
the men responsible for the open 
shop; the men whose economic phil- 
osophy fs based on the “slow leak” 
theory that by making industry un- 
Profitable for capital, industry can 
be turned over to labor under some 
varfant of the Plumb plan or accord- 
ing to the gospel of Lenine. 

Tho Post-Intelligencer sincerely 
believes that now as the New Year 
unfolds before us, there js not one 
manager of industry In Seattle or In 
the Northwest who {is not honestly 
anxious to make it possible for ev- 
ery employee to obtain the fullest 
reward for his labor. We do not 
say that because of any belief that 
all managers of industry are gen- 
erous or philanthropic, but because 
we believe that the most of them 
are intelligent business men; that 
they realize the fundamental condi- 
tions of prosperity; that there can 
be no prosperily for one class while 
adversity grips another. Any man- 
ager of industry who does not see 
this {s headed straight towards 
bankruptcy; he Is as blind as the 
red radical who thinks he can make 
labor contented and happy by re- 
ducing the production of those things 
which make for contentment and 
happiness.

dunes, although the same in origin 
as the stationary ones, owe their 
special characteristic to their great 
mass and the direction and constancy 
of the wind, which prevents their 
finding a base strong enough to con- 
stitute a hold on the earth. These 
dunes are tossed about, often advanc- 
ing into the interior over cultivated 
ground to the despair of farmers. 

On the coasts of Gascony there are 
points where the dunes push forward 
more than four yards annually. In 
1780 the wdvance of sand upon the 
land of Bordeaux was the occasion 
of despair to horticulturists and crop 
growers, and the engineer, Bremon- 
ther, made himself famous by con 
verting moreablg dunes into stztioo- 
ary ones. The task was undertaken 
to form a wall against the sand in- 
vasion by making a palisade of the 
danes a. little more than a meter 
high and putting pinks between ¢ach 
patr. When the sand swept ov 
the boards it had to break up its 
volume fn the effort, and little by 
little a stationary dune would form 
with an inelination of from 7 to 12 
degrees in the direction of the sea. 
Behind this palisade was conven- 
fently disposed a wide sone of the 
hardier shrubs.

other responsibilities for such a 
wholesale slaughter as has recently 
taken place.

“Many consumers and perhaps 
some of those who sell drinks seem 
to think that wood alcohol has such 
characteristic properties that its pre- 
sence can be readily detected by the 
odor or taste. On’ the other hand, 
those who make such drinks know

belfeve that the —pajsonovs action 
“-}has been exaggerated . oy that the 

chances of detection «are relatively! ~

“Moreover, testimony was offer- 
ed in a court @ number of years ago 
to the effect that the manufacturers 
of’ flavoring extracts had been ap- 
proached by dealers in wood alco- 
hot and urged to make their prepar- 
ations with it.

MADE BIG ROLLS SON 
WAGERS 


A group of well known sporting 
mon were sitting around a table in 
a New York hotel the other day and 
were discussing the big facing scene 
in “Checkers”, the big film produc- 
tion by Willlam Fox made from Hen- 
ry Blossom's famous stage play of 
the same name, In this ecene heavy 
winnings save the day for the hero- 
ine. The talk drifted to the raco 


track plungers of fifteen years ago.! 


Pittsborg Phil's name was mention- 
ed, a8 were those of Riley Grannon, 
John W. Gates, “Father” Bill Daly 
and a dozen others. Daly, however, 
was not a plunger. 

When New York's tenderloin 
stretched only as far north as Thir- 
ty-Fourth street, all the plungers and 
bookmakers made thelr headquar- 
ters {n a cafe on a corner where now 
stands no large hotel. Often Pitts- 
burg Phil won $50,000 or $100,000, 
only to bet it all again next day, and 
perhaps lose tt. He was known as 
the greatest plunger -who- operated 
on the American , and prarctic- 
ally died at a race track. John W. 
Gates was known as “het-you-s-mil- 
Hon Gates.” He was ready to bet on 
long shots, the way the wind would 
blow at a certain hobr, or anything 
Riley Grannon was a quiet plunger 
and died leaving a fortune. “Fath. 
er’ Bill Daly {s credited with bring- 
Ing out more jockeys than any other 
race horse owner. He was respon- 
sible for Danny Maher, “Skeets” 
Martin, John Bullman, Dick Claps- 
son, Tommy Burns. Spencer (‘Ice- 
man") Barrett and the Clayton boys. 
Barre‘t was nicknamed “Iceman” 
because he was 80 cool in a race. 

Daly had a wooden leg, and many 
funny stories aro told about him. 
One day at Belmont Park one of his 
new trainers was bathing a horse's 
hoof in exceedingly hot water. The 
man found the fob difficult because 

} the water was scalding. “Hot no- 
thing!” sald Daly. “Ill bet $50 1 
can slick my foot In the water and 
keep {ft there." The-bet was accept- 
ed, and of course Daly won. 

Among the famous plungers was 
Godfried Wallbaum, who ran a shoo- 
string bank roll into’ $1,000,000 and 
then built a race track at Gutten- 
burg, NJ. He died worth $2,000,- 
000. Davey Johnson was known as 
the wildest plunger tn America. He 
played nothing but long shots, and 
never followed tradition in placing 
his bets. With his firat big winnings 
he purchased Roseben. -He won close 
to $1,000,000 with this horse. John 
A. Drake, “Big Tim” Sullivan and: 
Frank Farrell also were well known 
Plungers, and all acqpired racing 

| stables with thelr winnings. 

William C. Whitney, one of the 
best known followers of horses tn 
the world, brought Tod Sloan from 
England to race Ballyhoo Boy in the 
futurity, ‘His horse won the race 
after being beaten down from 20 to 
1, to 1 to 2. Whitney ‘had two other 
entries in the race. His commission- 
ors bet close to $500,000 on his en- 
try ridden by Sloan, and he broke 
many of the books that day., It was 
his large bets that forced down the 
price. Thomas J. Carrigan, a pres- 
ent-day plunger, recently forced 
down the price of a horse by making 
& $20 bet. The horse’was Remorse.

or with the creation of his charac- 
ters, but the greatest difficulty” in 
handling his “dialogue.” How many 
of us, in reading the modern novel, 
come to the same conclusion as to 
,an- author’s~ limitations, without 
‘hearing. him make this {rank ad- 
‘mission! ; j 

If one had felt at, perfect liberty 
to answer this author frankly, he 
shauld have told him that his state- 
ment contained a contradiction 
when he stated that he could create 
his characters and yet could not 
handle the dialogue, because if the 
characters are really created, the 
dialogue takes care of itself. It fs 
Yhe phrasing of an -artificlal con- 
veraation which the characters 
themselves do not express that in- 
troduces that artificiality which the 
reader unconsciously feels and re- 
sents. 

We all can recall among our 
friends those who taik, rather than 
converse. They talk at us, rather 
than with us. We may agree or dis- 
agree, we may vainly attempt to 
‘join in the converaation, in which 
_case the speaker's voice raises to a 
bigher key,-or we are unceremonious- 
ly called back to the original start- 
jing point and resign ourselves to 
the role of isteners. This is exactly 
what we find in many modern 
novels. In our everyday social life, 
‘we cannot escape It without resort- 
ing to rudeness; but, when we are 
{alone with a story, we are at least 
free to put the book aside, if it talks 
at us instead of with us.

Now that the epidemic of 
typhus Is such a menace In Poland, 
where there are 100,000 cases, and 
throughout Eastern Europe, the old 
cans serve as portable bath tubs, and 
Canadian Jewish relief workers and 
Red Cross nurses are striving to com- 
bat the dread disease with cleanli- 
ness. All through the stricken lands 
of Eastern Europe little Jewish chil- 
dren are receiving their dally baths 
Im these old oll cans. 

Oonservation is whittled to a fine 
point of necessity in these countries, 
where 6,000,000 Jews are at the 
point of starvation, and even the dam- 
aged cans are not allowed to go to 
waste, They are used to patch holes 
in the roofs and walls of the devas- 
tated houses, Cold js as much of a 
problem as disease in Eastern Europe 
this winter, since the Jewish popu- 
lation, almost without exception, is 
olad in rags, and the wretched places 
in which so many of them lIlve are 
slight protection against the weather.

Functions of the “Official Head” of 
a Province. 


The appointment of a new Lieu- 
tenant-Governor for Ontario has re- 
vived interest In the functions of 
that official. Technically speaking, 
he [fs in charge of the admin{stra- 
tion of government of the Province; 
actually, he acts only on the advice 
of the executive counc!] or cabinet, 
and performs no duties that could 
not be fulfilled by the chier Justice 
of the province, unless thty be so- 
clal duties which are his by tradition 
but not by law.

If desirable, to abolish the Position 
of Neutenant-governor, because the 
appointment is required by the Brit- 
Ish North America Act, the constitu- 
tlon of Canada, and the provinces 
j have allotted to him the various du- 
“es not common to all.

“A Butch In Time” 


The results fully demonstrate the 
Urgent need of regular dental in- 
spection and Prompt attention to 
tooth defects. Full Teports from 
large areas show distressing mouth 
conditions, and emphasize the fact 
that “a stitch fn time will sare nine,”* 

A fairly typical Teport is from a 
Northern Ontario town. It shows 
that out of 217 Pupils examined in 
a school of 232 children, only 23 pu- 
pila were free from tooth defects. 
Forty-eight had two simple cavities 
in permanent teeth; twenty had 
three simple cavities: twenty pupils, 
four simple cavities; five, some five 
cavities each; one child; ‘seven sim- 
ble cavities; one, six; and twenty- 
eight children, one simple cavity 
each.

He ts ap- 
Dointed by the Governor-General [n 
Council and may be removed by the 
same on the advice of the Dominion 
Cabinet. Munro's “Constitution of 
Canada” says he presides over the 
administration and forms a Part of 
the legislature.

and wrapping cases In which the food 
and clothing come are made to do 
duty as well, There is nejther lum- 
ber or nails in most of the countries 
of eastern Europe at present, and 
the packing boxes are handled as if 
thoy were the finest mahogany, when 
the shipments arrive. Not a nail is 
allowed to go to waste, when the 
boxes are taken carefully apart. 

All over eastern Europe at pres- 
ent men, women, and children, many 
of them sick witir typbus, are living 
:in cellars, in devastated houses, in 

jola freight cars, on roofiess plat- 
-forms, open to the wind, or in felds, 
unprotected from the elements. The 
clothing of these destitute Jews, con- 
sisting for the most part of the Ed 
that they have worn for the 
years of the war, afford them little 
. warmth.

This was his first mistake. The 
;cashler noted that some of the 5- 
pound and 10-pound notes had been 
endorsed and bore the stamp of a 
well-known German firm at Buenos 
Ayres, and reported the fact to the 
Dolice authorities, and from that mo- 
ment "Wilson" was continually sha- 
dowed. 

From San Antonio “Wilson” went 
to Chicago, followed, naturally, by 
detectives. There he was received 
by one of the directors of the German 
Propaganda in North America.

“About 1.500 yeara ago, when we 
introduced the Chinese civilization 
into our country, we copied every- 
thing after Chinese fashion. At 
that time we had no national alpha- 
bet. There were some sorts of signs 
to expresa ideals in different parts 
of the country. The Chinese has a 
highly developed type of the hiero- 
glyphies to express their ideas; 
therefore at one time the Chinese 
hferoglyphics took such hold on the 
mind of the Japanese that we adopt- 
ed them as our national language. 

“This period might be called the 
era of imitation. Fortunately, there 
came a scholar—the most famous we 
ever had—of the name of Mabie. who 
returned from China fn 735 AD. He 
was in China many years for his ed- 
ucation at Chinese schools. When 
he came back he saw what was most 
needed in bis native country, and he 
Invented out of the Chinese hiero- 
slyphics the forty-seven: characters 
of our alphabet, founded upon the 
principle of phonetic language. As 
‘you know, the Japanese language is 
‘phonetic. whereas the 
hieroglyphic.

“Buddhism was first introduced 
into Japan through Corea tn the year 
552 A.D. At first Buddhism was em- 
braced by the higher classes, Par- 
ticularly among scholarly citclea, 
but the lower classes or common peo- 
ple still clung to thelr old faith of 
Shintoism. Those who believed in 
Buddhism went so far as to copy the 
ceremonies and ritualisms.

Such a con- 
test as this blocked every step In 
Japanese Drogress, but finally the 
statesmen and priests began to un- 
derstand that they no longer could; 
fo upon the people a blind {mi- 
tation of Buddhism, and they chang- 
ed their policy and tried to find out 
some means to meet the require- 
ments of the time. Here again we 
reach the stage of adaptation. 

“They invented an ingenlus 
theory of explaining and interpret- 
ing the religious Drineiple of Bud- 
dhism. They adapled the theory of 
monotheism as well as polytheism 
by saying that there {fs only one Su- 
breme Power, which {a personified 
In the form of various g0ds-and god- 
desses, according to the different 
countries. and -different institutions. 
Thus they reconcile the Principle of 
the one Supreme Power in Buddhism 
with the polytheistic theory of Shin- 
toism. 

“In order to convince the Popu- 
jlar mind with this theory Emperor 
Shomu patronized a movement to 
crect a large bronze statue of Dail- 
butsu or Buddha at Naza, and this 
statue was erected In 762 A.D., after 
fourteen years in casting and con- 
struction.

the storm spirits and induce them 
to permit the vessel to proceed un- 
molested on its course. Russian sail- 
,0rs have been known to pour oat- 
teal and water over a rocky prom- 
ontory iu order to obtain a wind fa- 
vYorable to their designs. 

French sailors bellere that cer- 
tain of their shipmates are able to 
control the winds by virtue of a ring 
worn on the fourth finger of the 
tight hand. This power. however, 
carries with It distinct disadvantag- 
es, since if the possessor remains 
lashore for more than three days, or 
if any single voyage of his extends 
beyond a period of three months, 
his Mfe is forfeit. 

A broom is “thought to exert con- 
siderable Influence upon the wind. 
There is a Dutch tradition that, if 
wind-bound, a vessel is passed by 
another craft and a broom {fs thrown 
in the latter's course the luck of tho 
‘first vessel will change. It has tgen 
Pointed out that In this relation the 
broom which Van Tromp lashed to 
his mast as a symbol of his poyer 
to sweep the seas of the British pos- 
sessed a very different significance 
in the eyes of his men. They prob- 
ably regarded it as capable of bring- 
ing winds favorable to their admir- 
al’s design to get at Charles II.'’s 
ships. 

A star-dogged moon was thought 
to portend a storm; while if the 
moon rose in a storm she would soon 
“eat up the clouds.” Many an an- 
xlous marider found comfort in this 
belief. 

The ghostly lights of St. Elmo, 
which appear at the- masthead or In 
the rigging tmmedately preceding a 
storm, date back to the voyage of 
the Argonauts. If these marine 
will-o'-the-wisps remajn stationary 
or ascend, Dana tells us, they are 
good omens, but if they descend 
“hen foul weather will surely follow. 
How they came by the name of St. 
Elmo's lights is not known, although 
conjecture has it that St. Elmo was 
St. Erasmus, who in early art fs al- 
ways shown as carrying a candle.

Surely the 
seeing of men and women ‘who were 
dead in their gins raised to Hfe by 
the power of the preached Gospel 
was what He referred to and as mir- 
aculous is the going sight ‘to those 
physically blind. 

Secondly — We migm speak of 
the new birth as mysterious. In the 
third of John it ts compered to the 
wind, how little those who know 
most of the subject; are able to tell 
us concerning the wind! How truly 
Majestic it Is In its terrible power, 
how awful in its wilfulness, who 
can stay in it in its mad career? 
Where does it come from and where 
does It proceed? What Divinity in 
its mysterious ways. Yet the soul) 
that is born of God is the subject of| 
& power ag truly deserving of the 
title Mysterious as the Wind. 

Lastly — How truly solemn Is the 
new birth. It has been spoken -of as 
and Hell. 

What a wonderful and yet whai a 
solemn moment, that, when a Soul 
Passes out of a dead state into that 
of a living one in the sight of God. 
Or when a soul passes out from un- 
der the wrath of God into a state of 
soul in which he is able to appreciate 
the favor of God. The one or the oth 
er as the result of having been born 
again. We cannot close withont say- 
ing that new bdirth is not reforma- 
tion. Reformation is indeed at most 
the outcome, better fathers, and bet- 
ter husbands, better employers and 
employees, all can be traced to sa 
formation, but let us never make | 
mistake that thousands are making | 
that of substituting reformation for 
regeneration.

The subject that@ wish to bring 

‘Aap to your notice.this evening is one 
of the most important in the New 
Testament, for it stands on the very 
threshold of Chirstian experience, 
yet apart from an experimental 
knowledge of it ‘there can be no ex- 
perience that has aa right to the 
name Christian. 

Like most of tthe great subjects 
in:the word of God, it has more than 
one aspect; there {s the Human and 

* Divine. 

I propose however in this address 
to confine myself to the Divine as- 
A. pect of the truth. 

: The first point that’ I wish to 
bring to your notice is, that the new 
birth fs of God and that Inthe bring- 
ing of it tuto effect man can have 
nothing to do. I say this in view of 
three things to which it is likened. 

First. in the 3rd chapter of John 
verse 3 it is likened to a birth. Now 
however, much we may be enjoying 
the fact that we were at some more 
or tess distant date in the past born 
into this world, it is perfectly clear 
that as far as the birth Itself was 
concerned we had absolutely noth- 
ing to do with it, although the sub- 

, dJect of it. ..ow if we are truly chris- 
tians we were at some time or other 
born into this family of God and are 
now conscious of it, but the birth 
was poss of God and could not 
be othe 

Then in thp 2nd chapter of Ephes; 
1. we find phat it is spoken of as a 
Spiritual | Resurrection. We were 
dead in Grespasses and in sins spirit- 
ally. When the Lord Jesus was on 
the earth it please@ ‘Him to raise 
from the bondage of death three In- 
dividuals, Jarius danghter, the wi- 
dow of Cain's son, and ‘Laarus.

Penitentiary 


Kingston, Feb. 30.—Quite a stir 
has been caused at the Portsmouth 
Penitentiary over the medical exam- 
ination of officials, and there fs much 
unxiety over who will be retained on 
the staf. , 

In 1885 and 1899 there was a gen- 
eral order for medical examination, 
but it is stated that on these occa- 
sions it was for the purpose of weed+ 
tng cut and making room for politic- 
al hangers-on. The present exam- 
ination appears to be carried on by 
the Civil Service Commission. 

It Is reported that the matter may 
be atred when Parliament meets, 
and that there will be important de- 
velopments, unless all the’ officials 
are placed upon an equal footing and 
the same rule applied to those em: 
‘ployed tn the Penitentiary Branch 
at Ottawa, as well as those at the in- 
stitutions. 


Why Silver Wobbles 


In the days of the Roman Empire 
it was calculated that the warld’s 
stock of gold and silver coin exceed- 
ed 350 millions sterling in our mon- 
ey. 

Then came the Middle Ages. when 
the nations slid back into barbarism. 
There was little mining, and by the 
tenth century the world’s stock was 
down to something between thirty 
and forty milifons. Silver continued 
to become more and more scarce, 
and from being one-fifteenth the val- 
ue of gold rose gradually until. by 
the year 1500 one ounce of gold 
would purchase only eleven ounces 
of silver. Then came the discovery 
of Mexico and of Peru by the Span- 
jards, and at once fresh supplies of 
bullion began to pour into Europe. 
All the hoards of the Aztecs and [n- 
cas were seized and within the next 
hundred years Europe's stock of sil- 
ver was more than doubled.

it,the effect becomes noticeable and 
when a hundred do It the resources

{table. Those who are responsible 
for this situation may think that 
they have profitted individually by 
thelr actions, but they have not re- 
jJalized that in the end they must 
pay the fiddler. 

There are some persons who secm 
to be able to get through life with- 
out much effort. There are some 
who proceed on the theory that the 
world owes them a Iiving and they 
Proceed . to collect it. They take 
what they can get and yive nothing 
in return. Such persons. however, 
are not very numerous. Most of us 
must pay for everything that we get. 
Some may have to pay more than 
their share and these are carrying 
the burden of those who get more 
than they pay for. The fact remains 
that aso general rule one cannot 














The merchan's of any community 
are the backbone of that commun- 
ity. so far as {ts prosperity and pro- 
gress ure concerned ludividually 
there may be some of them who do 
mot exert themselves to boost their 
community, but collectively they are 


every person in the community de- 
pends. The success or faliure of an 
Individual merchant may: not be of 
particular concern to the people of 
a community, hut the success or 
failure of the merchants as a whole 
Is a matter of the very Kreatest con- 
cera. 


Provide Market for Farmers 


The merchants of a town. in the 
first place, provide a market for a 
large part of the products of the 
farmers fn the territory surround- 
ing the town. They buy the produce 
of the farmers in smal] Quantities, in 
accordance with thelr need. and 
some of them buy in larger quanti- 
Ues fer shipment to foreign markets. 
If the merchants could not do this 
there would be no market, at Icast 
for the smal! quantities, except at 
rulnous prices. If the farmers 
could not realize a reasonable profit 
from thelr products there would be 
no money for them to spend and| 
there could be no money to pay | 
your products or to pay for your fa- 
bor. It is thtrefore of the greatest 
importance to every member of the 
community, whether a resident of the 
town or a farmer In the country sur- 
rounding the town, that the mer- 
chants be enabled to provide this 
market for at least part of the farm- 
er's products. 

Every dollar spent away from a 
town to a mall order house helps to 
diminish the ability of the local : 





chants to provide a market for the 
farmer's products or to do any of the 
many other things which the mer- 
chants of every town do for their 
community. 

Business in a community cannot 
be conducted on a one-sided basis: 
A man cannot take out of his com- 
; munity a good Iving for himself and 
family and give nothing in return. 
He may do so for a short time and 
Bet away with [t, but in the end he 
must pay the fiddler. c 
apes.

There is this difference, however. Thrift is 
general in the country. Spendthrifts are not 
common. People are more likely to live within 
their means and avoid foolish extravagances. 
They do not senselessly throw a dollar away_ 
because they know how much labor is involved 
in producing that dolar. They would regard as 
2 freak a man who regularly spent ninety per 
cent. of his earnings at theatres , dance halls 
and Chinese restaurants. 

Recklessness and prodigality of expendi- 
ture do not mean the same as liberality or gen- 
erosity. The former lead to the relief-line and 
the house of refuge. When work fails, when 
depression arrives or when. sickness or old age 
shut off the income, then do we sce the true ef- 
fects of the mad fever of extravagance that now 
appears to be possessing people least able to 
afford it. 

‘Such people never have money to assist in 
the promotion of worthy causes. It all goes in 
an orgy of selfish indulgence. 

There is happily very, little of that sort of 
thing in the rural settlements. But there is a 
fine average of well reasoned liberality that is 
far removed from smallness and selfishness. 
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We have no hesitation in saying that one 
of the chief promoters of discord between city 
and country is the Belleville market. 

There are some buyers who habitually go 
around the market and insult everybody in 
sight. cs 

There is not even the most elementary re- 
gard for the usual courtesies that are observed 
in buying and selling in a store. 

The butter, or chickens or other goods that 
may be offered for sale are frequently _ridi- 
culed in @ sarcastic way. Then remarks are 
sometimes made such as “hold-up,” “graft," 
“you don’t want much, do you?”, “I guess you 
farmers want the earth,” “where do you expect 
to go from here,” and so on until there are 
sharp and Qitter words of retaliation. For, 
strange as it may appear to some people, far- 
mers and farmers’ wives have their feelings 
and most of them have intelligence to know 
when they are being deliberately insulted,

Talk about “Jews” and curmudgeons but 
there is no hebrew in the business who has 
anything on the person who spends an hour 
going up and down the market trying to save 
one cent by repeated attempts to beat various

In one of last week’s issues the writer re- 
lated his personal experience in selling pota- 
toes on Belleville market at twenty cents fora 
ninety-pound bag. 

On another Saturday, in that same spring 
season, when potatoes were comparatively 
scarce, the price mounted up to the colossal 
figure of thirty cents a bag. The writer, being 
at that time a human boy, and willing to take 
ell the easy money there was going, had the 
temerity to ask the prevailing price. And, 
Gear reader of The Ontario, he Was asked by 
more than one inqutrer, in cold, sardonic tones 
that day, if he didn’t think he was a little 
high and if he couldn't take twenty-five! 

The boy knowing some thing-of the work 
that had been spent in growing those potatoes 
stuck to his price, practically speaking, likea 
pup to a root, He ‘stuck to his price and tri- 
umphantly gathered in four dollars and fifty 
cents for his load of fifteen bags.

‘The boy asked thirty cents for ninety 
pounds and there was not merely one persoh 
but a numberehat day on Belleville market 
who tried to buy those potatoes that day for 
twenty-five cents! They not only tried to induce 
him to take the lower offer, but, worse still, 
some of them wanted to know if he thought 
they would hold out measure! ‘ 

Do you wonder, gentle reader, that that 
awkward, ignorant, uncultured, country boy, 
remembering as he did, the hoeing of those po- 
tatoes in the blistering heat of July, the har 
vesting, with blue hands and aching back, in 
the bleak days of October—do you wonder that 
he went home from Belleville market with a 
curious opinion about the kind of people who 
came there to do business? 

Potatoes have increased nineteen hundred 
per cent. in price since the day that boy sold 
out a load for twenty cents a bag but what one 
of those who harshly criticise the farmer of to- 
day as a porcine profiteer would want to per- 
form the twenty-four stunts we have enumer- 
ated above for any less than four dollars, the 
present price of a bag of potatoes?

If the buyers who go to Belleville market 
would but remember that prices for farm pro- 
ducts here do not differ materially from those 
charged in other markets in Ontario, and that 
prices for farm products in Ontario are gov- 
erned by the laws of world-supply and demand, 
there. would be less of the irritating banter and 
ill-natured cross-firing that are having so seri- 
ous an effect on relations between town and 
‘Country. 

Bad manners and bumptious sarcasm are 
by no means conimon among those who go to 
Belleville market to buy or to sell. Boors are 
the exception. But unfortunately those ex- 
ceptions give a bad odor to the whole place and 
yroduce general impressions that are not war- 
ranted by facts.

Even some of the worst offenders against 

the laws of civility are nothing more than 

@ thoughtless. They are not at heart crabs or 
cranks but people who forget good-breeding to 
follow a mischief-breeding custom that has be- 
come altogether to common. 

Just a little more of the milk of human 
kindness, a thought for the feelings of the oth- 
er fellow, the injection of a bit of ordinary 
courtesy, would do wonders, we believe to re- 
moye the asperity that now too often charact- 
crises transactions on our market, 

Courtesy would tone down the rough pla- 
ces and buyers would procure their goods just 
as cheaply and sellers would dispose of their 
produce for just as much money as they do 
now after all the jangling and irritation. 
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And the effect on business in the elty and 
on relations between the city and the country 
would be just like applying oil toa creaking 
machine. 

Mr. Elliott and his committee have en- 
tered upon an important and necessary work. 
They deserve to succeed. 

We hope to see here, the same as at Ham- 
ilton, several hundred farmers become mem- 
bers of our Chamber of Commerce. 

The occasional meeting together, with 
frank discussions of the problems affecting 
both, will surely result in great good.

“When Voroski returned from his‘ 
visit to Berlin in the summer of 1918 
a strange thing happened. Kalve, 
who had been a fanatical supporter 
of the Soviet system of government. 
suddenly began openly to condemn 
Bolshevism, saying that now he had 
seen it from the Inside he was dis- 
iilusioned; that he had come to the 
conclusion that all Bolsheviks were 
scoundrels, and that he had resign- 
ed from the Bolshevist service. His 
late colleagues of the Bolshevist ‘le- 
gation” gave another version of the 
story. According to them, Vororski, 
on his return from Germany, alleg- 
ed that his two chief ileutenants, 
Kalve and Zimmerman, had in his 
absence helped themselves to con- 
siderable sums of Swedish ecowns| 
from the legation funds. 

“A couple of months later J jearn- 
ed that Kalve had offered his ser- 
vices to the Swedish police and was 
furnishing very serious evidence on 
the secret activities of Voroski and 
the Bolshevist organization in Swed- 
en. The result of this evidence was 
that the Swedish government sever- 
ed diplomatic relations with Bolshe- 
vist Russia and ‘invited’ Voroski and 
hig staff to leave Sweden, which they 
did last February. On applying for 
a safe conduct for himself and his 
staf Voroski insisted on including 
Kalve’s name in the list (although 
Kalve had ‘resigned’ several months 
before), and on being asked why he 
was so anxious to get safe conduct 
for a man’who had robbed him, an- 
swered: ‘I want to get that scoundrel 
into Russia; then we can hang him.’ 
But the Swedish authorities refused 
to Include Kalve in the lst and he 
remained behind.”

* Present ‘Building Inadequate, Says Board of 
Management—Nine Inmates Today. 


& Home ‘Board of: Management 
W.C.A. has recommended: to

There are nine inmates in the 
home at present.. The accommoda- 
tion is crowded. Inmates should not 
be allowed to remain in. the 
dormatories in the day time, 
the Provincial Inspector, but the in- 
mates do sleep and live in these 
rooms. There is no infirmary ward 
for the sick or the dying. Sanitary 
conditions are -said to be -fauity. 

There ‘is no separate dining . room 
and the kitchen {s used for this 
purpose. It cannot be properly heat- 
ed. “In cold weather the ‘matron 
has to wear overcoat and overshoes 
. when working there. On very cold 
days -it !s unsafe to allow the old 
people to eat in this room, so their 

_ meals have to be carried to them 
on trays.” A detention room Is re- 
quired in a home. : 

» “It/had been the intention of the 
association to press for a new. home 
Beveral years ago but the — project
